Chadwick's creditors would much pre- 
fer settlement of their claims to the pun- 
ishment of any of the persons involved 
in the case is beginning to be the opinion 
not only of the woman's attorney's, but of 
the federal authorities as well. 

It is pointed out that nothing but the 
hope of sucha settlement explains the de- 
lay in submitting to Andrew Carnegie the 
notes on which his signature appears, the 
creditors evidently fearing that a direct 
disavowal on his part must necessarily be 
follow by arrests on charges of forgery. 

“IT am here looking only for money,” 
Attorney Squire, counsel for Treasurer 
Reynolds of the Wade Park bank of 
Cleveland, is quoted as saying plainly. 

Mr. Reynolds’ trip to New York is de- 
clared to have been solely for the purpose 
of raising funds on the Chadwick seouri- 
ties, said to be worth $5,000,000, of which 
he is trustee, 

Mrs. Chadwick's sudden removal from 
the Holland House to the New Amster- 
dam. hotel emphasized the closeness of the 
surveiflance maintaind upon the woman, 
two detectives promptly following her and 
securing rooms near her new quarters, 

Of the statements of President Beckwith 
of the Citizens’ bank of Oberlin, Edmund 
W. Powers of Mrs. Chadwick's counsel 
said today: ‘‘Mr. Beckwith is both right 
and wrong. I never went with Mrs. Chad- 
wick to Oberlin, but 1 saw Peckwith there 
several times, as well as in Cleveland. My 
first visit to Oberlin was long after the 
notes were negotiated 

“It is true that I advised the bank offi- 
cials that Mrs. Chadwick had milllons. I 
believed: and still believe it to be true.” 

One of today’s reports was to the effect 
that the delays in the case are due to a 
desire to protect other banks with which 
Mrs. Chadwick had dealings, the authori- 
ties fearing that an exposure would pre- 
cipitate runs which must greatly injure 
them. .

Blaze at Fair Japan on ex-Pike 
Caused Seventy-Five Dol- 
lars Damage. 


‘“Jack,’’ a World’s Fair fire department 
horse, gave his life to duty’ Wednesday 
morning. “Jack"’ was off-horse to the hose 
reel of company No, 8, stationed near the 
Observation Wheel. At 7 o'clock this morn- 
ing an alarm rang in from Fair Japan .on 
the Pike, and “‘Jick’’ and his teammate 
“Rill’’ hurried trom their stalls to their 
| posts under the suspended harness. They 
‘were away at the word, and racing as 
| though for life down the hill toward the 
| Transportation building, and toward the 
‘west entrance to the Pike. 

West of the Transportation’ building, 
since the Fair closed, railroad tracks lead- 
ing into the big exhibit palace have been 
uncovered that trains of freight cars may 
“Jack,s” 
driver shuddered at the thought of cross- 
ing these tracks, but took thec hance and 
sent his wiling team at them. 

The galloping horses, spurred by the 
clang of the gong and their drivers voice 
behind them, crossed the first rail safely; 
but the second one was a ae oe ho 
‘Jack's’ left hind hoof caught under it 
and held fast; as he lunged forward his leg 
was broken, and he fell, in tg 

The gong behind him was sflent instantly; 
but other gongs were sounding their 
alarms, and ‘‘Jack,’’ struggling, tried to go 
on. He whinnied pitifully when he found 
it impossible. ids 

There was no chance to heal “Jack's 
broken limb, and no chance to end his suf- 
fering save by ending his life. A police- 
man stepped up to him, and, as the gongs 
were sounding further toward the Pike, 
sent a bullet into ‘‘Jack’s’’ head. 

The fire was in a room used for storage 
in the Fair Japan concession, and did $75 
damage. The room was locked, and firemen 
had to break open the door. It is believed 
a spark from a firepan used by the Japan- 
ese was dropped in the room several hours 
before, and smoldered until the fire was 
discovered. Fair Japan was one of the con- 
cessions damaged in the fire Saturday 
morning.

The weight of the wagon and the cinders, 
which covered the greater part of his body, 
caused him to suffer great pain as did also 
the cold during the night. When he was 
discovered, he was s0 chilled he could 
hardly speak, and for several hours he 
had been too weak to call for assistance, 
a for hours after the accident he 
called at short intervals in the hope that 
some one would hear him. 

Shea's injuries consist of bruises. While 
they are considered serious, they will prob- 
ably not prove fatal. The physician in at- 
tendance fears more the effect of the ex- 
posure than the injuries.

At this meeting 
the league finances, which afe in very good 
condition, were audited and the league 
pennant was formally presented to Presi- 
dent John I. Tay!or of the Boston club. 
The tangles and troubles of the Wash- 
ington club are the most important sub- 
jects under discussion this afternoon. The 
chjef trouble with that club now is: tod 
many stockholders and President Johnson's 
hands are tied to a large extent, until 
some of them can be induced to sell and a 
controlling lump gathered. 

“Cap” Anson has stated that he would 
be willing to purchase the Washington 
club if the price and other things were 
“right,"’ and from the joy with which the 
suggestion is received all over the circuit. 
it is probable that a strong effort will be 
made to get Anson back into the game as a 
magnate. 

There seems to be unanimous sentiment 
in favor of the short schedule among the 
magnates here. But it is all with a view 
to post-season interleague games. John I. 
Taylor is particularly enthusiastic on the 
subject, for. he believes that he will land 
the league ribbon again in 19%, and he 
wants another chance to wave it at the 
National League champions and force them 
to battle. He has'a scheme which he will 
submit to the league by which the rival 
clubs of the two leagues will play each 
other in the order they finish and thus 
settle the entire question of league su- 
premacy. 

With Managers McAleer, Mack, Collins, 
Griffith and Armour on the ground there 
probably will be some deals made in the 
corridors while the magnates are deliberat- 
ing, but all of them are keeping their

Governor-Elect Douglass Will Ap- 
point Him Whether the Pres- 
ident Approves or Not.

He is re- 
tired, and of course can be appointed by 
the governor anywuy, but would then only 
receive the three-quarters of the pay of 
| the rank at which he retired, besides the

The Causes of Accidents on American Railways Discussed by F. W.

Haskell in the Engineering Magazine. in 


F. W. Haskell, writing in the December cer sald: “Freights run regardless of 
issue of the Engineering Magazine, says blocks. We coulkin't get 


that the large number of accidents on 
American railways is attributable to «a 
habit of carelessness which the trainmen 
cultivate with the connivance of their su- 
periors. The operating rules, says the 
writer, are sufficient to prevent nearly 
every accident—and the record of late has 
been appalling—but they are habitually dis- 
regarded. Part of Mr, Haskeil’s articie 
is quoted below: 

Given a solid roadbed, heavy rails, 
strong equipment, proper signals and al- 
most perfect operating rules, why do we 
have the almost daily murder of passengers 
from preventable accidents? 

Because the admirable ryles for the gov- 
ernment of employes are habitually dis- 
regarded. 

We are prone to speak with something 
like contempt of the average Englishman's 
blind slavishness to “regulations,’’ and to 
compare it to its disadvantage with our 
superior fashion of disregarding fixed 
rules and using individual intelligence. 
But we, with our quicker intellects, kill 
our passengers, while the ‘dull-witted’ 
Englishman carries his In safety. * °* *® 
A train is unexpectedly stopped between 
stations. The rules provide that a flag- 
man must go back a very considerable 
distance. It is snowing. A long tramp 
means wet feet. The flagman reasons: 
“We will De_here only a few seconds any- 
way. I will be called in before I can 
get back to my post, and then the train 
will be delayed while I am running back 
to it—besides, the block signal will hold 
back any following train.” 

Many roads having installed a perfect 
system of block signals destroy its entire 
effectiveness by establishing the ‘‘per- 
missive block” or “going ead under 
green.’" By this system a f& Owing train 
is given discretionary power to run 
into a block already occupied. This 
permission is always coupled with the in- 
junction that the engineer must use cau- 
tion, and “at all times have his train un- 
der perfect control.” But in actual oper- 
ation *‘caution”’ usually means not exceed- 
ing the maximum possible speed of the 
engine. 

I once stood by the side of a busy line 
with the signal engineer of the road. This 
line had a complete installation of block 
signals. We watched a dozen heavy freights 
rush by at 860 miles an hour, with not a 
hundred yards of daylight separating any 
two of them. I expressed surprise at the

Physician Renicis as Dangerous 
Lacerations Inflicted on School 
Pupils by Cur’s Teeth. 


Three schoolboys were bitten by a dog 
supposed to be mad in an alley between 
Franklin and Morgan and Seventeenth and 
Eighteenth streets Tuesday afternoon. 
The dog was killed four hours later by Po- 
liceman O'Connell. 

The victims of the dog’s attacks were 
William Homan, 8 years old, of 820 North 
Bighteenth street, bitten in the’ left leg; 
Lloyd Lickiss, 7 years old, of 1720 Frank- 
lin avenue, bitten in the right hand, and a 
boy of the same age, who was a stranger 
in the neighborhood, and who ran away 
after being bitten in the arm. 

All the wounds are ugly ones. Willie 
Homan’'s leg is badly torn and two of 
Lloyd Lickiss’ middle fingers are lacerated 
where the dog’s teeth sank into them and 
tore their way out. 

Smal! boys in the neighborhood say the 
dog. which belonged to Clarence Grattan 
of 1716 Franklin avenue, and was a yéllow, 
short-haired brute of no particular breed, 
apparently had a fit in the alley about 
noon. A few minutes afterward Willie 
Homan passeg through the alley on his 
way from gchoo!l to his home for lunch. 
The dog ran at him, snapped at his leg and 
continued through the alley. 

People gave chase, but the animal dis- 
appeared, and nothing was seen of it until 
half an hour later, when Lloyd Lickiss 
started through the alley on his way back 
to school. Then. the, dog crept out from 
a hiding place g-an atettim ; aud, as it came 
within leaping distan®e, ‘sprang at his 
throat. Lloyd threw his hand up, and the 
dog's teeth sahk into the two middle fin- 
gers. 

The dog, as it had done before, continued 
out of the alley, and at Wighteenth street 
met and bit the strange boy. 

Another chase, more determined than be- 
fore, was undertaken, but again the dog 
escaped. The dog was traced to Eighteenth 
and Wash streets, where at 4 o'clock a bul- 
let was put through its head. 

Dr. Falk, who attended the injured boys. 
said their wounds were very dangerous, al- 
though there was not so much likelihood 
of hydrophobia as there would have been 
had the wounds been inflicted In warmer 
weather.

Records Show Disease Less Preva- 
lent Than for Five Years 
During Same Time. 


TUBERCULOSIS FEARED MOST 


Physicians Unable to Reduce Mor- 
tality List Due to Consump- 
tion in St. Louis. 


At no time during the past five years, 
according to the records of the City hos- 
pital and health department has the gen- 
eral health of the city been so good dur- 
ing the month of November. 

This in the face of a long period of rain- 
less weather is considered remarkable, as 
rain is usually credited with purifying the 
atmosphere by washing out the germ-laden 
dust. 

No diseases are epidemic, and compar- 
isons of the November reports of other 
years show that even in bronchitis and 
diphtheria, the number of cases is not 
alarming, although bronchial troubles show 
a marked increase in the week ending 
Dec. 3 over the four preneding weeks, 

For four weeks in Novémber the number 
of deaths from bronchia! troubles averaged 
6 The week ending Dec. 3 is credited 
with 26 deaths. 

Diphtheria cases during the past five 
weeks average 40 a week. Other years the 
aveage has been lower so far as the num- 
ber of cases reported is concerned, but the 
mortality this year is considerably lower. 
Scarcely 2 per cent of the cases reported 
to the health department have terminated 
fatally, while in former years the lowest 
death rate was from 10 to W per cent. 


Due to Early / 


Diagnosis. 
This resuit is credited to the early diag- 
nosis of the disease through the office of 
the city bacteriologist. 
Another cause of the decrease in the 
death rate due to diphtheria is the use of 
the anti-diphtheria serum in cases where 
the physician has the slightest doubt das 
to the nature of the disease. Even in cases 
of plain croup, the serum its given as a 
precaution. Formerly it was the practice 
to wait until the serum seemed to be need- 
ed, and the patient died. 

During the five weeks ending Det. 3 
there have been an average of 15 cases of 
scarletina or scarlet fever. This is slightly 


less than the average for the same period 
last year. 


_ This decrease is attributed:to the {ncreas- 
ing care taken to render the premises where 
a caSe has been isolated, absolutely free 
from the germs of the disease, reventing 
any possibility of contagion. Fis work 
is done by the sanitary department. 


Consumption 
Causes Alarm. 


The one disease .that alarms pormcavs 
by its prevalence and the high death rate 
ie tuberculosis. For five years this disease 
has stood at the same rate despite the ef- 
forts of physicians to stamp it. out. /Tlwen- 
ty-elght to 30 persons die ev week from 
consumption in St. duouts, and the mortality 
of cases reported-is almost 100 per cent. 

This is due, physicians say,-to the gen- 
eral ignorance of those who have the dis- 
ease and those who take care of them as 
to the most elementary santiary measures. 
_As far as the reduction of tuberculosis 
is concerned, the anti-expectorating ordi- 
nance is a flat failure. Policemen who are 
supposed to arrest a person who expec- 
torates can be seen expectorating them- 
selves as they patrol their beats. 

Plans have been considered for the es- 
tablishment of an out-of-door sanitarium 
near St. Louis, under the direct manage- 
ment of the Board of Health, but owing 
to lack of funds and other seemingly more 
imminent needs of the department, the 
matter has been allowed to rest.
